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Claims 1-13 are presented for examination. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 

indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The current title is imprecise. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 USC § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 

country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-13 rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Matsumoto 
et al., U.S. Patent 5,745,722. 

Matsumoto et aL was cited as a prior art reference in applicant's information disclosure 
citation, paper number 3, received April 3, 2001. 

The rejections are respectfully maintained and incorporated by reference as set forth in 
the last office action, paper number 3, mailed April 3, 2001. 

Matsumoto et ah taught (e.g. see figs. 1-4) the invention as claimed (as per claim 1), 
including a data processing ("DP") system comprising: 

A) a method of forming instructions (fig. 2) for execution in a processing system, said 
method comprising: 

B) providing an opcode portion ("OPC") determining at least one operation to be 
performed by the processor (col. 4 lines 12-14), and; 

C) providing a parameter portion ("TYPE", "IMMEDIATE DATA") comprising at least 
one parameter representing a respective data value ("IMMEDIATE DATA"), said 
parameter portion including an indicator ("TYPE") representing at least one of the 
following definitive characteristics of said at least one parameter: 

i. the number of bits in a data value represented by said parameter; 

ii. the number of bytes in said parameter; 

iii. whether said parameter represents a compressed data value (fig. 3(b), 
"TYPE: ENCODED IMMEDIATE", col. 4 lines 7-10). 
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As to claim 2, Matsumoto et al. taught that the parameter portion comprised at least 
one parameter ("IMMEDIATE DATA"), of one of the following types: 

(1) a compressible, unsigned parameter of predetermined length (col. 5 line 26); 

(2) a compressible, signed parameter of predetermined length (col. 5 lines 30-31). 
As to claim 3, Matsumoto et al. taught that the opcode defined the number of 

parameters in the parameter portion (col. 4 lines 12-16 and 26-38). 

As to claim 4, Matsumoto et al. taught that the opcode defined the uncompressed length 
of the at least one parameter (col. 5 lines 18-44). 

As to claim 5, Matsumoto et al. taught that the opcode defined whether the at least one 
parameter included a sign (col. 5 line 44 to col. 6 line 7). 

As to claim 6, Matsumoto et al. taught that the at least one parameter represented a 
memory address (col. 2 lines 57-64). 

As to claim 7, Matsumoto et al. taught that the parameter portion comprised a plurality 
of parameters and that the opcode portion determines the order of arrangement of the 
parameters (col. 4 lines 12-16 and 26-38). 

As to claim 8, Matsumoto et al. taught that the at least one parameter included a bit 
field indicating a parameter-related characteristic ("TYPE"). 

As to claim 9, Matsumoto et al. taught that the bit field represented at least one of: 

a. the number of bits in a data value represented by the at least one parameter; 

b. the number of bytes in the at least one parameter; 

c. whether the at least one parameter represents a compressed data value (col. 4 
lines 7-12). 

As to claims 10-13, they do not teach or define above the invention claimed in claims 
1-9 and are therefore rejected under Matsumoto et al. for the same reasons set fourth in the 
rejection of claims 1-9, supra . 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure.
